National Committeewomen 
Not Invited, Yet Not Slighted, 
Statement Says. 


Back from his visit to the summer 
White House, Chairman Hubert Work, 
of the Republican National committee, 
yesterday sought to clear up a “misim- 
pression” regarding his position on the 
delicate question of farm relief. 

Chairman Work had luncheon with 
Secretary Herbert Hoover, the Repub- 
lican Presidential nominee, and later 
issued a statement denying that he 
had said in Chicago that there was no 
farm problem. The statement follows: 

“Through condensation and omis- 
sion, my recent remarks upon the farm 
issue seem to have given a misimpres- 
sion. 

Views of the Chairman. 


“I did not say there was no farm 
problem. The gist of what I said was 
that the Republican platform recog- 
nizes the farm problem as a national 
problem, and proposes a specific plan 
of relief, which will, I believe, com- 
mend itself to the farmers. And I ex- 
pressed satisfaction for a better out- 
look for farm prices than last year, 
and that there should be a balanced 
adjustment between the products of 
the farm and of the shops.” 

The industrial East, however, rather 
than the agricultural West, will occupy 
the time and the thoughts of Secre- 
tary Hoover, Chairman Work and other 
leaders for the next two days. 

The conference of Republican leaders 
from the Eastern States, Chairman 
Work announced yesterday, will be held 
in the Willard Hotel tomorrow after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. National committee- 
men from all the States on the Atlantic 


lseaboard from Maryland to Maine will 


be present. Secretary Hoover will be 
there, and also Senator George H. 
Moses, of New Hampshire, who has been 
asked to manage the drive for votes in 
the East. 


Women Not Included. 


The national committeewomen of the 
East have not been invited to the con- 
ference tomorrow. Chairman Work, 
however, stated yesterday that there 
had been no intention of slighting the 
women, 

The purpose of the conference is to 
devise ways and means of winning, or 
holding the East. Later on there prob- 
ably will be similar conferences of 
leaders from the West and the South, 
but no definite plans for such confer- 
ences have yet been made. 

Secretary Hoover had originally 
planned to leave here about Tuesday, 
but it is now apparent that he will not 
leave until late in the week.

steady beat of tom-toms in the hills 
back of his home nightly reminds B. E. 
Brigante,. Indian agent on the Deep 
Creek reservation, nest Ibapah, Utah, 
that the Goshute Indians oppose his 
administration of reservation affairs 
and that they are waging a campaign 
to have him removed. . 
_ This was the report brought here to- 
day by two Federal prohibition officers 
and a Salt Lake newspaper man who 
went to the reservation to conduct an 
unofficial investigation of reported 
trouble between the Goshutes and 
white residents. 

The investigators heard charges from 
the Indians that Brigance had made 
improper advances toward three young 
Indian girls, had purchased an auto- 
mobile with Government funds and 


influenza epidemic which took a toll 
of 40 lives in the tribe last spring. 
Brigance emphatically denied the 
charges, and countered with a state- 
ment that the trouble originated when 
he refused to turn twc Goshute women 
over to another tribe which charged 
the women with murdering one of its 
members. ; 
The Indians also objected to his de- 
mands that they conform with the 
white man’s marriage code, instead of 
the tribal ceremony which, he said, was 
similar to “companionate marriage.”

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Reichstag Approves

Berlin, July 5 (A.P.).—The reichstag 
voted approval of the new government's 
program today.

Ship Is Brought Down When 
Navigator Finds That He Is 
Heading Wrong Way. 


STORMS PUT INTREPID 
OCEAN CREW IN PERIL 


Rio, Expecting Early Landing, 
Begins to Celebrate; City 
Riot of Color. 


Pernambuco, July 5.—Capt. Arturo 
and Maj. Carlo del Prete, 
Italian aviators who have broken the 
world’s flying records for distance and 
endurance by traversing the 4,485 miles 
from Rome to Natal, Brazil, in 58 hours 
34 minutes 2614 seconds, have taken 
off again for Rio de Janeiro after a 
short stop on Genipabu beach, near 
Natal, where they had landed. 

Land on a Béach, 
July 5 (A.P.)— 
A new distance record for sustained 
flight was completed this evening when 
Capt. Arturo Ferrarin and Maj. Carlo P, 
'del Prete landed on a little beach 10 
miles north of Natal, Brazil, some 4,600 
miles from their take-off at Montecelio 
| Field, Italy. 

They brought their big seaplane, the 
Savoai-64, in which they previously had 
established a world record for duration 
flight, to the land after a flight that 
took them across the Mediterranean, 
through the Straits of Gibraltar and 
then southwest over the Atlantic via 
Cape Verde Islands. 

Stormy weather with heavy clouds 
put the fliers in peril in the last hours 
of their effort and radio reports ree 
ceived here.indicated that they had 
difficulty in maintaining their bearings 
after they reached the coast of Brazil. 
They were sighted over Port Natal at 
4:05 p. m. and were then believed to 
be heading for Pernambuco. But 8 
hours 45 minutes later they came down 
10 miles north of Natal, at Point 
Genipabu. Poor visibility is believed to 
have caused their indecision.

Rio Is Disappointed. 


The failure of the two intrepid Ital- 
lans to wind up their nonstop flight 
at Rio Janeiro brought disappointment 
to a huge crowd of spectators in this 
city. Word that the fliers had gone 
beyond Natal, flying to the south, 
coupled with absence of any report of 
their landing near Pernambuco, spread 
rapidly through the capital and 
brought throngs to the waterfront. All 
day there were crowds about the bul- 
letin boards eagerly scanning every bit 
of information on the flight that came 
from island stations and steamers en 
route. 

Hopes were raised then lowered ag 
the various reports, many of them con- 
flicting, were made public. News that 
the airmen were near the Brazilian 
coast this morning and then that they 
had passed Pernambuco bound for Rio 
Janeiro was greetwl with a frenzy of 
joy. Within a few fours thé Italian 
Ambassador here was deluged with 
hundreds of telegrams of congratula- 
tions. 

Celebration Goes On, 


When the plane was sighted at Natal 
preparations were immediately begun 
to welcome the fliers here and special 
trains were ordered to carry aviation 
enthusiasts to Alfonso Aviation Field, 
where lights were ordered so that the 
aviators could land even if they ar- 
rived after dark. All Rio was a riot 
of color, with Italian and Brazilian 
flags intertwined, while big crowds 
cheered in front of . e bulletin boards, 

Although the aviavors finally were 
forced to land far to the northward, 
the city kept right on celebrating, and 
the boulevards were crammed with ex- 
cived persons. 

Latest reports received here indle 
cated that Capt. Ferrarin, even after 
he had turned back toward Natal, 
thought he was continuing toward Rio 
Janeiro, but finally discovering his 
error, was forced :o land at Genipabu.

PROPOSED STRESSES 
~ PEDESTRIAN SAFETY 


Draft to Be Offered American 
Communities as Model 
Vehicular Code. 


CAPITAL EXPERTS HELP 
_ TO FORM REGULATIONS 


Three-Color Signal System Is 
_ Held Best Method by High- 
way Committee. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 
Safeguarding the pedestrian in the 
whirl and roar of city vehicular traffic 
appeared to be uppe:most in the minds 
of the men engaged here yesterday in 
drafting finally a model municipal traf- 


fic ordinance which soon will be placed 
before the country as the latest, most 
approved and most comprehensive traf- 
fic thought. These men, members of 
& committee of the National Confer- 
ence on Street and Highway Safety, met 
yesterday at the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce to put the finishing 
touch on the ordinance which will be 
offered America’s communities as a 
model. 

At every turn, the rights and privi- 
leges of the pedestrians were put for- 
ward as of prime importance, and as a 
Tesult the code as it stands today not 
only is a practical ideal from the mo- 
torists’ point of view but also is a bul- 
wark of safety for the pedestrian. Ac- 
tion by the committee yesterday, and 
constantly reiterated expressions of 
Opinion by its members, wags in em- 
phatic substantiation of. its position 
from the beginnins that the safety of 
the pedestrian is a paramount consider- 
ation. 

Therefore, while the motorists of the 
country can derive satisfaction from the 
sound, common-sense provisions of the 
ordinance, the pedestrian will find in it 
not only much of interest to him, but 
much of significant, practical benefit. 
Outstanding as a feature of the or- 
dinance—a feature for which its formu- 
lators have striven—is that it plays no 
favors. Analysis shows ‘* to be a pe- 
destrian’s ordinance quite as much as 
a motorist’s. 


Ordinance Held Best. 


With the final steps in connection 
with the formulation of the model 
Ordinance about to be taken those who 
have observed its making feel that in 
placing it before the country munici- 
palities are being offered a set of regu- 
lations which, in every particular, rep- 
resent the best thought to date of the 
most astute traffic minds of the entire 
United States. The feeling is that here 
is something which, if adopted as to 
fundamentals and adapted as to details 
of purely local signficance, will go a 
long way toward bringing about greater 
gafety and the more efficient movement 
of vehicular traffic. 

The specific purpose of yesterday’s 
meeting was to smooth out certain 
— of the model ordinance in the 
ight of the most lately developed evi- 
dence. A tentatively completed draft 
of the ordinance was sent out in May 
to 10,000 interested officials through- 
out the country for suggestions and 
criticisms, and yesterday many of these 
comments were taken up, some being 


‘incorporated into a revised ordinance. 


As pointed out by Arthur A. Thomas, 
chairman of the drafting committee, 
and chairman of the ordinance com- 
mittee of the Providence (R, I.) City 
Council, the nature of the comments 
received was highly gratifying to the 
committee in that they indicated a 
strong degree of support for the model 
Ordinance generally. No harsh criti- 
cism was received, he stated, most of 
the suggestions being of a valuable con- 


structive type. 


Capital Officials Approve. 


Washington traffic authorities have 
had an important part in the drafting 
of the model ordinance and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, regulations under which 
the National Capital is operating are 
highly in accord with those proposed 
in the model ordinance, Because Wash- 
ington has all types of traffic conditions 
—narrow streets, boulevards and circles 
-—its authorities have been able to con- 
tribute many valuable suggestions in 
framing of the ordinance. 

In addition to the extended comment 
and action which took place at yes- 
terday’s meeting in behalf of the pe- 
destrian, the question of the three- 
color signal system as opposed to the 
two-color type occupied a large amount 
of the committee's time. It was the 
emphatic opinion of the committee, 
as expressed by vote and by numerous 
comments on the floor, that the three- 
color signal system is by far the best 
from the safety standpoint, and it was 
the consensus that this plan should 
be indicated in the ordinance as the 
committee’s best thought in the mat- 
ter. In all probability this matter will 
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cofhe up again for further discussion 
at a meeting to be held today. 

One of the interesting actions taken 
yesterday*by the committee was to place 
& definite time limit on the loading and 
unloading of materials in business dis- 
tricts. Thirty minutes, in the opinion 
of a majority of the group, is sufficient 
for this purpose under most circum- 
Stances. There was a marked division 
of thought in the matter of passenger 
loading and unloading. It first was 
agreed to place a three-minute limita- 
tion here, but this subsequently was re- 
moved, the committee consenting to a 
section which states that passenger 
loading and unloading should not ex- 
ceed a length of time required for the 
“expeditious” execution of the func- 
tion. 

Many Revisions Made. 


An exhaustive amount of work was 
accomplished by the committee in re- 
vising many detailed provisions of the 
ordinance and in gathering together 
ready for final completion of the work 
all the loose ends awaiting definite 
actiog. Part of the work was in com- 
parison of provisions or the ordinance 
‘with those of the uniform vehicle code 
with a view to eliminating possible con- 
flict. : 

In this connection, committee mem- 
bers and members of the National Con- 
ference on Street and Highway Safety's 
committee on uniformity of laws and 
regulations will meet today for the pur- 
pose of harmonizingf provisions of the 
ordinance with those of the code. Gen, 
Nathan William McChesney, of Chicago, 
is chalrman of the uniformity commit- 
tee. <i 

This morning’s meeting, it was an- 
nounced late yesterday, will be held at 
the Department of Commerce. The ses- 
sion may be opened by Secretary of 
Commerce Herbert Hoover, who initiat- 
ed the safety conferences. The after- 
noon session today probably will move 
back to the United Stetes Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Ten Groups Participate. 


There are ten participating organiza- 
tions that will undertake the im- 
portant task of: carrying out the con- 
ference’s program for uniform traffic 
regulation throughout the United 
States, and they will hold a meeting 
tomorrow for the purpose of mapping 
Plans to this end. These organiza- 
tions include the American Automo- 
bile Association; American Electric 
Railway Association; American Mutual 
Alliance; American Railway Associa- 
tion; Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States; National Association of 
Taxicab Owners; National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce; National Bu- 
reau of Casualty and Surety Under- 
writers; National Research Covwncil, 
and the National Safety Council. 

Thus, the first phase of the confer- 
ence’s work is drawing to a conclusion 
and the second, and highly important 
phase, namely, that of securing action 
upon its recommendations, looms 
ahead. In the opinion of those who 
have followed closely and carefully the 
history of the entire traffic uniform- 
ity movement from its inception, 
widespread adoption of the ordinance 
will come as soon as communities 
realize the extreme value of the basic 
work which has been done. The 
uniform vehicle code has made splen- 
did headway in the States and there 
is a feeling of irrevocable confidence 
that communities quickly will come 
to a realization of the progressive 
nature not only of the model code, 
but of the whole uniformity concep- 
tion.

Break Chamberlin Record. 


The sighting of Capt. Arturo Ferra-. 
rin and Maj. Carlo P. del Prete, Italian 
aviators, over Port Natal, which is ap- 
proximately 150 miles north of Pernam- 
buco, marked the closing stage of one 
of the most brilliant flights in the 
history of aviation. 

The Italians had estimated that a 
direct flight from Rome to Pernambuco 
would carry them ¢,635 miles, the long- 
est nonstop distance flight ever made, 
breaking by more than 700 miles the 
distance record from New York to Ger- 
many of 3,909 miles established by 
Clarence Chamberlin and Charles Le- 
vine last year. 

The flight also marked the first time 
that the South Atlantic has ever been 
spanned directly from the continent of 
Europe to the mainland of South Amer- 
ica, altaough a direct flight has been 
made from the mainland of Africa to 
the mainland of South America. This

Capt. Ferrarin and Maj. del Prete also 
hold the endurance record of having 
remained in the air in their transat- 
lantic plane for 48 hours 34 minutes 
and 2614 seconds recently.

Fire Department Cut $145,000. 


The Fire Department suffered at the 
hands of the council to the extent of 
$145,000, the major deletions being 
new positions aggregating $44,000 and 
$73,000 for a new truck house in the 
vicinity of Twelfth street and Rhode 
Island avenue northeast, the council 
leaving in only enough to acquire the 
site. 

Half a million dollars for a new con- 
tagious disease building at Gallinger 
Hospital was eliminated from the 
Health Department estimates by the 
council. A proposed new Police Court 
building, at $300,000 for the first year's 
work, was taken out on the theory that 
new housing for the court should await 
development of the proposed civic cen- 
ter. Fxtension of the Tuberculosis 
Hospital at a proposed outley of $225,- 
000 also was frowned upon. 

The council recommended trimming 
the park maintenance fund by $220,000 
and the estimates of the National Capi- 
tal Park and Planning Commission by 
$57,000 to make its appropriations 
$1,000,000 even. 

Seventy thousand dollars was lopped 
from the sum asked to build a reptile 
house at the Zoo. 

While it was estimated that expected 
revenues from the real estate tax rate 
of $1.70 and other sources and the lump 
Sum appropriation from the Federal 
Government of $9,000,000 would bring 
the total of the budget to approximately 
$39,600,000, the Board of Trade officials, 
after carefully going over the submitted 
items, felt that the budget for the fisca] 
year 1930 could be cut no more than 
the figure of $41,288,000 to properly 
maintain and keep functioning the Dis- 
trict government. 


Address by Graham. 


FE. C. Graham, past president of the 
board, in a vigorous address told the 
board of directors and committee chair- 
men that it was necessary for Congress 
to appropriate the $1,788,000 over the 
usual lump sum of $9,000,000 for need- 
ed improvements to meet the growing 
demands of the city. 

He stressed the point that items in 
the budget had been carefully consid- 
ered and to pare them more would be 
a handicap to the expansion of the Na- 
tional Capital. 

A report by Robert J. Cottrell, execu- 
tive secretary, for the committee on 
municipal finance, recommended that 
the Commissioners study the possibility 
of the appointment of a committee to 
consider placing the District govern- 
ment on a five-year budget basis, and 
let Congress appropriate yearly on this 
plan. The report asked the District 
heads to start a campaign in Congress 
to bring this about.

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POLIGE SERGT. JOHNSTON 
FAONERATED BY BOARD 


33-Year Unblemished Record 
Still Clear, After Redrich- 
Boese Trial. 


PATROLMEN ARE FINED 


. Sergt. Joseph 8S, Johnston, of the 
Ninth Precinct, who has had 33 years 
of active service in the police depart- 
ment with an unblemished record, yes- 
terday was acquitted of charges of neg- 
lect of duty by the police trial board. 

Sergt. Johnston was accused in con- 
nection with the cases against Police- 
men George Redrich and Harry Boese, 
also of the Ninth Precinct. He was al- 
leged to have permitted Redrich to 
elude him when he found tne police- 
man in‘a house at 323 I street north- 
east, apparently under the influence of 
intoxicants. Redrich was fined $100 by 
the trial board and Boese was fined $75. 

According to Sergt. Johnston’s story, 
he was approached by an excited Ital- 
ian woman June 21 who urged him to 
come to her house. In the basement 
he found Redrich holding his head in 
his hands: Redrich told the sergeant 
that a negro had hit him in the head 
with a brick. While the sergeant went 
to call the patrol wagon to take him 
to the hospital, Redrich escaped. 

Capt. J. E. Wilson and Detective 
Fihelly who had had the house under 
surveillance for some time, responded 
and in searching the house found what 
they believed to be home brew beer. 
The woman, Maria Caputo, was arrested 
and her case is now pending in Police 
Court, 

Inspector W. H. Harrison, in testify- 
ing, said that Redrich and Boese had 
both admitted to him that they had 
been at the house and that they had 
been drinking. Boese told him that 
he had a bottle of beer and Redrich 
a bottle of homemade wine, 

Redrich said he later returned to 
the house, and that he was then found 
by Sergt. Johnston. He declared that 
he was sick. Mrs. Caputo and her 13- 
year-old son refused to testify, under 
their constitutional rights. 

Police Capts. Peck and Doyle and a 
number of other policemen testified 
that Sergt. Johnston had been a@ care- 
ful and efficient officer throughout his 
years of service. The trial board held 
that the evidence was not sufficient 
to convict him of neglect of duty, in- 
asmuch as he was summoning aid for 
what he believed was a wounded offi- 
cer, and as it was not proved that the 
sergeant saw any liquor while in the 
house. He also had been charged with 
failing to guard the liquor.

bury Case and moored to the shore. 

Harry Kranz and Oscar Pogge, an at- 
torney, both of the Copley Court apart- 
ments, discovered the body.

FOR CLOUD OF SMOKE 


Big Icebreaker Is Damaged, 
but Refugees Drift in 
Its Direction. 


Rome, July 5 (A.P.).—Although atill 
Uncertain as to what happened to the 
Six men aboar* the gas bag of the 
dirigible Italia when it tore loose from 
the main gondola on May 25, Gen. 
Umberto Nobile still has hopes that 
they may be alive. 

In a new official report. telling of 
the dsep mystery which surrounds the 
fate of these mem Gen. Nobile recom- 
mended that a search be made over a 
region 12 to 15 miles from the point 
at which the gondola came down off 
Northeast Land. He felt that if the 
skeleton structure of the dirigible was 
not found at this distance it was high- 
ly probable that the bag had descended 
a few miles farther on in safety and 
eee the six men might still be found 
alive. 


Two Theories of Smoke. 


Although several of the party which 
had been spilled on the ice from the 
gondola saw a huge cloud of smoke 
toward the east in the direction of the 
gas bag, Gen. Nobile himself did not 
hear of this until several days later. 
He advanced two theories as to what 
caused this cloud of smoke; one, that 
the gas bag itself had caught fire and 
the other that the smoke was produced 
by benzine and oil which had been 
dropped from the bag to keep it from 
descending too quickly. 

The Yeneral felt that the bag could 
Ihave descended safely Lecause there 
Wasi at least one man aboard it who 
was not harmed and who knew what 
to do in an emergency This was Lieut. 
Ettore Arduino, who was seen passing 
slong the dirigible’s beam shortly after 
the gondola had been torn loose.

CAUSE DEATHS OF 54 


Lightning Fatal to 33, While 4 
Die in Planes, Survey of 
Country Reveals. 


Chicago, July 5 (A.P.).—The lives of 
205 men, women and children were a 
Nation's sacrifice to the celebration of 
its 152d birthday anniversary yester- 
day. 

Fireworks claimed their share of vic- 
tims, as they always have since the 
United States first began observing In- 


dependence Day with skyrockets, pin 
wheels and cannon crackers. There were 
elever such deaths in the entire coun- 
try, according to the Associated Press 
tabulation. 

Lakes and rivers, however, exacted 
the heaviest tribute of human life dur- 
ing the holiday, 106 drownings being 
reported. Motor car deaths ranked next 
to number with 54. Heat claimed 12 
lives and lightning 3, while 4 were 
killed in plane crashes. In addition 
there were 15 deaths attributed to other 
causes directly connected with Ameri- 
ca’s observance of the Fourth. 


Temperature High In West. 


Two densely populated areas—the 
middle Atlartic States and the Midwest 
—had more than half the country’s 
total deaths for the day. In the former 
there were 68 fatalities, which was 5 
more than occurred in the Midwest. 

The mountain States and the North- 
west had the best sectional records. 
with five deaths in each division. 

Everywhere through the Midwest the 
temperature was high, contributing 
both to deaths by heat and by drown- 
ing. The Midwest led the country in 
the number of drownings, with 38, 
although the Middle Atlantic area had 
only 2 less. 

The airplane accidents were at Joliet, 
Ill., where a pilot and two passengers 
plunged to death when the wing of 
their plane snapped, and at Beaumont, 
Tex., where one was killed. 


Thousands Are Injured. 


Three of the motor car deaths came 
in races, drivers being killed in Ore- 
gon, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. 

The number of persons injured, many 
probably fatally, ran into the thou- 
sands. Premature explosion of a truck- 
load of fireworks at Lamar, Mo., tn- 
jured 25 persons as 5,000 gathered in 
the public square to witness the dis- 
play. In the larger cities the hospital 
list of persons hurt during the ob- 
servance of the day ran into the hun- 
dreds. Chicago, with an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the sale of fireworks, echoed 
all day with firecracker explosions, and 
reports from police and hospitals were 
that the number injured was probably 
greater than in recent years. 


Ghandi Terrorizing 
80,000, Is Report 


July 5 (AP.).—The move- 
ment of the nationalist Mohandis K 
Ghandi, in Bombay, British India, is 
characterized by officials here as a po- 
litical gesture. Reports have been pub- 
lished that Ghandi’'s oiganization was 
cefying the government and terrorizing 
80.000 villagers in the Bardolj district, 
where Ghandi lives. 

The trouble is explained by officials 
in London as growing out of the col- 
lection of taxes on the basis of new 
land valuations made in 1927 by which 
taxes were increased 22 per cent. It is 
insisted that the disturbance ts politi-

Coblentz, Germany, July 5 (A.P.).— 
The historic castle of Ehrenbreitstein 
American headquarters during the oc- 
cupation, was the scene of a free cham- 
pagne party last night to which expert 


divers were especially welcome. But all 
comers to the bathing beach had wine 
if they wished it. 

The affair started when a bather div- 
ing into the Rhine discovered a cache 
of excellent champagnes on the river 
bottom.

London, July 5 (A.P.).—The “em- 
peror’s Persian carpet,” given by Peter 
the Great of Russia to Leopold of Aus- 
tria, was sold at Christie’s today for 
22,000 guineas ($110,000). The relic 
was bought by the International Art 
Gallery which has establishments in 
London, Paris and’ New York. 

The Carpet is of woven wool and silk 
in 21 colors It is 25 feet long and 10 
feet 8 inches wide, and contains 15,- 
000,000 knots, each tied separately. It 
came*into the market in 1925 when it 
was sold by the Austrian State Museum 
on the order of the reparations com- 
mittee. A private firm bought it at 
that time.

APPOINTMENT OF BYNG 
FOUGHT AND DEFENDED 


Debate on Naming of Viscount 
as Police Head Due July 11 
in Parliament. 


PAPER UPHOLDS. FORCE 


London, July 5 (A.P.) The Man- 
chester Guardian expresses the opin- 
ion that a good deal of the present 
acrimonious discussion over appoint- 
ment of Viscount Byng as commissioner 
of the metropolitan police is misdi- 
rected. 

The metropolitan force is exceptional 
among police forces, the Guardian says, 
and its government remains more au- 
tocratic than any other. At a time 
when its methods are being- questioned, 
there is even more need to appoint a 
commissioner of proved capacity and 
commanding position, standing outside 
the Issues of recent controversies. 

“It is meager praise of Viscount Byng 
to say he has thees qualifications,” the 
Guardian continues. “Is it seriously 
Suggested that at the age of 65, with 
energics unimpaltired, a man who but 
lately led an army to victory and en- 
deared himself as governor of the com- 
mon people of a British dominion, is 
not fitted to handle with firmness and 
justice the problems of London police 
government?’ 

A debate in parliament on the ques- 
tion has been set for July 11. 

Whtle all England was eagerly awalt- 
ing the report ef the special tribunal 
on the famous Savidge. case, involving 


serious charges against the police, it 
was authoritatively stated that 
commission of three appointed by the 
heme office had failed to agree and 
that majority and minority reports 
would be presented. 

The case, which has heen closely con- 
nected with the controversy over the 
appointment of Lord Byng, of Vimy, as 
ccmmissioner of police arose from the 
arrest of Sir Leo Money and Miss Irene 
Sevidge for alleged improper conduct 
in Hyde Park.

Michigan Governor Agrees to. 


Study of Girl Victim’s 
X-Ray Plates. 


Lansing, Mich., July 5 (A.P.).—Gov. 
Fred W. Green and Atty. Gen. Wilbur 
M. Brucker today agreed to a partial 
reopening of the case of Arthur. C. Rich, 
son of George Rich, wealthy Battle 
Creek, Mich., steel manufacturer, con- 
victed of criminally assaulting a young 
woman and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

Rich was found guilty of having 
assaulted Miss Louise King, a Battle 


hang for the murder of 12-year-old 
Marian Parker, of Los Angeles. 

The decision sustained the trial court 
in Los Angeles which, after a jury trial, 
found Hickman sane when he com- 
mitted the murder and sentenced him 
to death. The opinion held that in 
pleading “not guilty by reason of in- 
sanity,” under a recently enacted pro- 
vision of the Stute penal code, Hick- 
man had not been denied his rights as 
a defendant under either the State or 
Federal Constitution as his appeal peti- 
tion alleged, and that hence his sen- 
tence myst stand. 

Immediately after the supreme 
\court’s ruling Hickman’s attorney, Je- 
rome Walsh, announced in Kansas City 
that the case would be appdaled to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

The appeal would be taken under the 
fourteenth amendment to the Federai 
Constitution which guarantes a trial 
by “due process of law” and “equal 
protection” to all defendants. The 
State Supreme Court today ruled that 
the fourteenth amendment was not vio- 
lated in this case as no defendant 1s 
compelled to plead “not guilty by rea- 
son of insanity.” In so pleading, the 
court held,«he accused admits commis- 
sion of the acts alleged but denies re- 
sponsibility for them. 

In the Marian Parker murder case 
Hickman entered only the one plea. 
In the murder of C. Ivy Thoms, 4a 
druggist; with which Hickman was 
jointly accused with Welby Hunt, 17, 
a former pal, Hickman pleaded “not 
guilty” and “not guilty by reason of 
insanity.” He was convicted, found 
sane and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in San Quentin Prison where he 
has been in condemned row since his 
two trials. He was sentenced to hang 
April 27, last, but execution was auto- 
matically postponed by his appeal. 

The Supreme Court in today’s de- 
cision sent the case back to the Los 
Angeles Superior Court where Hick- 
man will be resentenced. Under the 
law a period of 30 days must elapse 
before this is done.

death wes merely a spectacular trick 
under cover of which Lowenstein, 6tlil 
alive, was arranging some business deal, 
fantastic as they sound, received some 
support and helped to save the stocks 
from further declines. 


“Born Lucky,” .He Said, 


Capt. Loewenstein was known in 
Paris as a courageous operator on the 
stock exchange, frequently handling 
immense deals with the utmost cool- 
ness. He was better known, however, 
as the owner of some of the finest 
race horses on the French turf and a 
sanguine frequenter of the pari mutuel 
betting machines. 

“I’m born lucky,” he is quoted as 
having told President Doumergue aft- 
er receiving the latter’s congratula- 
tions when one of his horses had won 
a long purse. “Everything I touch 
turns into money,” he said. The presi- 
dent was greatly amused. 

Capt. Loewenstein maintained him- 
self in perfect physical condition, box- 
ing and riding at every opportunity 
He was considered a clever amateur 
boxer and during the year following 
the armistice frequently sparred with 
Georges Carpentier. 

The passengers of the plane, after 
giving their testimony to the police 
commissioner at Bou Logne-sur-Mer. 
were permitted to leave, thus disposing 
of a brief rumor that.foul play had 
been suspected. No announcement has 
been made as to whether further in- 
quiry will be made by the French au- 
thorities. 


Riddle, is London Term, 


London, July 5 (A.P.).—The mystery 
or riddle, as it is variously styled, of 
the tragic death of Capt. Alfred Loew- 
enstein while flying over the English 
Channel caused an unexampled sen- 


satién throughout Europe because of 


his huge financial interests. Added to 
these was the appeal of his hobbies— 
racing, boxing and aviation. 

The London newspapers devoted col- 
umns to the atic end of this pic- 
turesque character. His extraordinary 
rise from obscurity, his lavish mode of 
living and the effects which his sudden 


end is likely to have on various finan- 
cial concerns,

New York, July 5 (A.P.).—Wall Street 
bankers today scoffed at the theory said 
to be held in some circles abroad that 
Capt. Alfred Loewenstein committed 
suicide because of disappointment at 
his “failure” to obtain an American 
loan on his recent visit to the United 
States. 

It was pointed out that arrange- 
ments had been completed to float a 
$25,000,000 bond issue in New York for 
Capt. Loewenstein's chief company, In- 
ternational Holdings, Inc., and that the 
issue had been held up only pending 
improvement in the New York market, 
which has been experiencing mid-year 
dullness. 

It was said Capt. Loewenstein’s death 
would not affect the offering of the 
bonds at the proper time.

Albany, N. Y., July 5 (A.P.).—Details 
of the formal notification of Gov. Smith 
of his nomination for the Presidency 
by the Democratic nationa' convention 
Will be discussed und possibly de- 
termined at a conference here Saturday 
between the goversor and Senator Key 
Pittman, of Nevada, chairman of the 
no*ification committee. The governor 
definitely announced the conferenceé to- 
night upon his arrival from New York. 

Coincident with the governor's re- 
turn “back home” among the “friends 
and neighbors,” as he characterized 
tiem when Alduay gave him several 
impromptu and formal demonstrations 
upon his nomination, came reports that 
One of the first pieces of campaign 
work he will be called upon to per- 
form will be in the role of peacemaker. 
Accofding to these reports considerable 
dissefsion has developed in the Smith 
camp between thc strictly Tammany 
element and the Proskauér-Van Namee- 
Moskowitz group, so-called, and the 
governor, it is said, probably will-have 
to step in and take a hand. 

The govérnor’s train, cue at 7:01, was 
Gelayed 35 minutes by a freight car de- 
railment near Hudson. 


Condolences Sent Raskob. 


Before the governor left his car a 
telegram was handed to Khim announc- 
in, the death in an automobile acci- 
Gent of William Raskob, son of John 
J. Raskob, chairmap of the finance com- 
mittee of General Motors Corporation, 
ani member of the Smith party at the 
Houston convention. The governor im- 
mediately sent a message of condolence 
t© Mr. Raskob. 

The governor said he is not to have 
the reported conference with Senator 
Pittman until Saturday, and that he 
intends to remain in Albany until next 
Tuesday. Asked if the final details of 
his formal notification will be worked 
out at the Pittman conference, he said: 

“I just want to see him and talk 
things over with him.” 

It was reported here tonight that 
the notification, which probably will 
be in Albany, may be set for the end 
of July instead of in August. There 
Was no confirmation of this obtainable. 
It was also reported that there is a 
desire to héld up the notification un- 
til after that of Secretary Hoover, 
which would make an August date 
more likely. 


Proskauer Under Fire. 


Much of the reported dissatisfaction 
in the Smith camp was said here to 
be based largely on the work of Su- 
preme Court Justice Joseph M. Pros- 
kauer, of New York, whose activities 
at the Houston convention have led 
him to be dubbed the “Col. House- 
kauer” of the Smith campaign. Peter 
Brady, prominent labor figure and now 
head of a labor banking institution, 
Was reported to have openly expressed 
dissatisfaction with the Democratic 
platform, so far as labor is concerned, 
to Justice Proskauer, credited with 
much of the responsibility for the plat- 
form. 

“Highhanded” was reported as the 
characterization of old-line Tammany 
men of the handling of the Smith con- 
vention campaign by George Van 
Namee, and even Mrs. Henry D, Mosko- 
witz, who was the, closest political ad- 
visor of the governor at Albany during 
the convention period, was reported as 
being criticized for not taking organi- 
zation leaders sufficiently into confi- 
dence on Smith political affairs. 


On July 10 the governor will address |

DEBTS AND TREATY 


ON WAR ARE SEEN 


Secret Pourparlers Between 
Six Other Capitals Said to 
Be Under Way. 


FREEING OF RHINELAND 
ALSO MAY BE INCLUDED 


London Reported to Consider 
Proposals From Paris 
as Premature. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Paris, July 5.—Secret pourparlers are 
going on between London and Paris 
with Berlin, Brussels, Rome and Tokyo 
to link up final negotiations regarding 
Secretary of State Frank B. Kellogg's 
outlawry of war pact with conversa- 
tions on the war debts and Rhineland 
evacuation. Despite the fact that the 
most extreme care was employed to 
keep the conversations hidden and offi- 
Cilal denials had already been issued, 
the correspondent has been informed 
that M. Philippe Berthelot, secretary 
general at the Qual d’Orgay, discussed 
the details of the situation during his 
visit to London, which just ended, and 
that this afternoon the French senate’'s 
foreign affairs committee was question- 
ing Foreign Minister Briand on the sit- 
uation. 


The senate committee asked Minister 
Briand for complete information on 
the Rhine occupation, operation ofthe 
Dawes plan, interallied war debts and 
French relations with Italy and Jugo- 
Slavia. 


Seymour Parker Gilbert's recent repa- 
rations -report, the new German gov- 
ernment’s pronouncement regarding the 
necessity of liberation of the Rhineland 
and Saar Basin, and Premier Poincare’s 
stabilization of the franc brought three 
problems to a focus which the French 
believe it is timely to consider in con- 
junction with the United States’ pro- 
posals on outlawing war. 


Interpretative Protocol. 


The French idea is to append an in- 
terpretative protocol to Secretary Kel- 
logg’s draft of the treaty to embody the 
speeches of the Secretary of State on 
the subject and cover the letter and 
statement which the American Ambas- 
sador offered explaining the documents 
when the revised version was submitted 
to the various capitals of Europe a 
couple of weeks ago. 

Thus Qual! d’Orsay hopes to make 
stipulations on the rights of self{f-de- 
fense in war, justification for executing 
the provisions of the League of Nations 
covenant, and inherent obligations for 
carrying out previous treaties made a 
component part of Secretary Kellogg's 
draft. 

Since the raison d’etre of the treaty 

for outlawing war is the elimination 
of any question liable to develop into 
a dispute between powers, the French

Daughter of W. L. Garrison, 
She Was With Father in 
His Abolition Struggle. 


LEADER IN MANY CAUSES 


Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., July 5 (A.P.).— 
Fanny Garrison Villard, only daughter 
of William Lloyd Garrison, the aboli- 
tionist, died today, aged 83 years. She 
was born in Boston. Her early years 
were deeply affected by the antislav- 
ery struggle, in which her father for 
years risked death at the hands of 
mobs, and its concomitant forms, 
such as women’s rights and the peace 
and temperance causes. Among her 
earliest recollections were those of 
helping her father read proof for his 
militant weekly, The Liberator. 

At the home of her father she came 
into contact with all the leaders of 
the abolition movement, such as John 
Brown, Samuel J. May, Wendell Phil- 
ips, George Thompson and others.

TWENTY RICH ACRES. 
The largest and in all probability most 
valuable piece of city real estate ever placed 
on the market is now being offered for sale 
in Philadelphia. Never before in the history of 
the United States have twenty acres of down- 
town real estate been made available to the 
public.

ITALY’S GALLANT FLIERS. 


Once again the indomitable spirit of mod- 
ern Italy has led té the establishment of new 
aviation records. Capt. Arturo Ferrarin and 
Maj. Carlo Del Prete tbok off last Tuesday in 
a huge Savoia monoplane from Montecello 
Airdrome at Rome on a nonstop flight to South 
America. They have reached the American 
Continent, eclipsing by some 700 miles the 
previous distance record of 3,909 miles and 
breaking their own record for sustained flight. 
Few will be found to assert that as a result of 
this flight alone commercial air lanes between 
Italy and South America will be opened. The 
trail has been pioneered, however, upon which 
air commerce of the future will be sped. 

It is significant that this great flight was 
from East to West. * Meteorological experts 
have been of the opinion for many months 
that the westward crossing between Europe 
and America could be most easily accomplish- 
ed across the South Atlantic. Thus far the 
North Atlantic has been crossed westward but 
once and the voyage of the Bremen can not 
be rated completely successful. Ferrarin and 
Del Prete, however, have flown across the 
South Atlantic without untoward incident, 
following others who had flown from Europe 
to South America by easier stages. Their 
flight suggests the possibility that the inter- 
continental air lines of the future may follow 
the northern course between the United States 
and Europe, returning to their starting point 
via the South Atlantic. 

In the meantime Italy. which has produced 
these two daring aviators, is to be congratu- 
lated. Proud possessors of the world’s record 
both for sustained flight and distance cov- 
ered, Ferrarin and Del Prete have earned a 
prominent position in aviation’s roll of honor. 


SALE OF FEDERAL SHIPS. 


The Shipping Board has accepted the recom 
mendation of its ship sales committee that the 
United States Lines and the American Mer- | 
chant Lines be sold, and has directed the Mer- 
chant Fleet Corporation to prepare specifica- | 
tions and advertisements for the sale. The 
Fleet Corporation will need at least two weeks 
to prepare this material, after which adver- 
tisements must be inserted for at least 30 days. 
[t seems probable that bids for these services 
be opened about September 1,° and if 
satisfactory offers are made most of the Gov- 
ernment-owned freight and passenger ships 
will be transferred to private ownership shortly 
thereafter. The board also voted to sell the 
American Palmetto Line, operating ten cargo 


Selling the Government-owned merchant 
marine is no mean task.

will have to invest an additional sum in re- 
conditioning and rebuilding, to fit the lines for 
competition with European operators. The 
board, therefore, has indicated eight alternate 
proposals upon which bids will be accepted, 
and it is estimated that some $25,000,000 will 
be involved in the sale. 

Several groups are interested in the pur- 
chase. Most frequently mentioned is the 
American Transoceanic Corporation, which 
some time ago announced details of a plan for 
constructing four-day vessels. It is certain, 
however, that the Transoceanic Corporation 
will not be a lone bidder for the lines. 

It is important that the Government be 
taken out of the shipping business, thus mak- 
ing it possible for the American merchant 
marine to develop itself to the fullest extent. 
The lines must be transferred to competent 
hands, however, willing and able to assume the 
task of rebuilding the merchant marine and 
expanding it until the American flag again as- 
sumes a prominent place upon the high seas. 
The sale of the United States and American 
lines will mark one of the most significant and

LOWENSTEIN'S FATAL PLUNGE, 

The death of Capt. Alfred Lowenstein, one 
of the richest men in Europe, by a mysterious 
fall from his private airplane while flying over 
the English Channel, has aroused the curios- 
ity of the world. Rumors of suicide were 
circulated, while the passengers on the plane 


testified that in their belief Capt. Lowenstein 
had accidentally fallen. They stated that he 
had opened the wrong door in seeking the 
washroom, and had evidently plunged 4,000 
feet down into the channel. His absence was 
noted by his secretary, who opened the door 
of the washroom and found the room empty. 

Capt. Lowenstein was an aviation enthu- 
siast, and had made many flights. The theory 
that his own plane was so unfamiliar to him 
that he passed through the wrong door and 
unwittingly stepped into space is not easy to 
accept. But a similar accident occurred re- 
cently in New York, when the Bachelor occu- 
pant of a luxurious apartment opened one of 
three doors of identical appearance and plung- 
ed down an elevator shaft. : 

An examination into Capt. Lowenstein’s 
financial affairs, which has already been 
undertaken, may throw light upon the trag- 
edy. If his affairs were in good condition, as 
his associates assert, the theory of accidental] 
death may be adopted by the authorities and 
the inquiry closed. In any event the death of 
the Belgian magnate arrests the world’s at- 
tention because of its spectacular and dread- 
ful circumstatfices.

LET THE WOMEN TACKLEMIT. 


_Mrs. Fred T. Dubois, organizer of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Parent-Teacher Association 
and president of the Progressive Citizens As- 
sociation of Georgetown, has dispatched a 
clarion call to the women of America to take 
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failure of enforcing the law. Why not let | 
women—not those who have political axes to 
grind, but. those who have the interests of the 
hearth and home at heart, women who are 
actively connected with the great humanitarian 
societies, with the schools, the churches and 
child wétfare organizations—have a try at it? 
“Give us the Army,” she says, “the Navy and 
the Air Corps, the regular enforcement patrols 
and the aid of police forces in every city in 
the land and then see what happens.” 

This is no way, however, for women to go 
about enforcing the Volstead act. If prohibi- 
tion enforcement is to become éxclusively a 
feminine activity it would be a pity to becloud 
women’s glory by having masculine forces do 
the heavy work. If women are to be charged 
with the enforcement of prohibition let them 
do it single-handed. Let them organize 
feminine patrol forces, a feminine prohibition 
army and navy and air corps and then the 
glory will be woman’s alone, 

The Army, the Navy, the Air Corps and the 
police forces of every city in the land have 
work to perform in addition to the enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act. ‘‘The law must be 
enforced’’ is more than an idle phrase, and 
includes vastly more than prohibition. It 
would be far easier to enforce other laws 
if prohibition enforcement could be handled 
separately.» If the women of America are 
willing and able to take over this difficult task 
in its entirety let them get busy and the men 
of America will then be free to devote their 
attention to some of the other problems that 
confront this great and glorious Nation.

AIR-LINKED AMERICAS, 


A great deal more interest attaches to the 
reduction of air mail catriage to 5 cents an | 
ounce after August 1 than appears upon the | 
surface, It indicates that the passing over by 
the Government of this service to private 
enterprise, thus getting the Government out 
of business where private enterprises should 
be given right of way, has been attended with 
success, Although the loads for the planes 
do not yet satisfy expectation, the lower rate 
will stimulate the normally growing use of 
the air for mail, and bring about the condl- 
tion sought, when this kind of mail transpor- 
tation @ill be lowered in cost approximately 
to that of rail carriage. The volume of the 
mails carried by the United States already 
being double that of the rest of the world, the 
phenomenal growth during the ten years of 
air mail operations stands as a testimony to 
the progress of this country in the field of 
aviation. This bulk of air mail business now 
employs 22 routes and serves 80 per cent of 
the entire United States. 

The annihilation of distance, the ready pass- 
ing of borders, points to the linking by air of 
all the Americas. It is appropriate and perti- 
nent that this should first be done througa 
the avenues of mail communication, Nothing 
so develops trade as ease of such communica- 
tion, and it is the prediction of officials that 
Latin America will presently be as readily 
served with air mail routes, through coopera- 
tion-with this country, as are the parts of this 
country. 

In view of the fact that the United States 
not only has advantages but suffers handicaps 
in extending its influence in the countries to 
the south, the ramification of air service, first 
for the mails, then for travel and eventually 
for carriage of commodities, will mean much 
for friendship. The undeveloped resources of 
the southern republics in commodities and 
fresh openings for commercial dealings will 
be no less promoted than those intangible but 
valuable effects which may be derived from 
culture. It has become an axiom that mutual- 
ity of cultdtal sympathies and understanding 
lies at the base of the successful promotion of 
trade with South America. Linking the Amer-

RESERVE DEPOSITS SHOW 
900,200,000 INCREASE 


Gain.of $159,100,000 in Dis- 
counted Bills Held Also Re- 
ported in Statement. 


MARKET PRICES ARE. FIRM 


Increases of $58,200,000 for the week 
in reserve deposits of member banks, 
and a gain of $159,100,000 in holdings 
of discounted bills, were reported yes- 
terday by the Federal Reserve Board 
in a consolidated statement on the 
condition of Federal Reserve Banks on 
July 3. 

The statement revealed an increase 
for the week of $7,600,000 in Govern- 
ment securities, and showed an ad- 
vance of $55,500,000 in Federal Reserve 
note circulation. Decreases of $45,700,- 
000 in cash reserves and of $13,800,000 
lu ."“ bought in the open market, 
were reported. Total bills and securi- 
ties were $153,000,000 above the amount 
held on June 27. 

With the exception of banks in Rich- 
mond and Boston, ali of the Federal 
Reserve institutions have larger hold- 
ings of discounted bills than were in 
their possession last week..An increase 
of $63,500,000 was shown at the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York; $25,- 
400,000 at San Francisco; $24,500,000 at 
Chicago, and $23,700,000 at Cleveland. 

Holdings of United States bonds de- 
clined $2,300,000 over the week preced- 
ing, according to the statement, while 
holdings of certificates of indebted- 
ness advanced $6,800,000, and Treasury 
notes, $3,100,000 over last week. All of 
the Federal Reserve banks showed a 
larger volume of Federal Reserve note 
circulation. The principal increases 
for the week were $15,100,000 at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
$12,900,000 at Chicago, and $12,500,000 
at San Francisco. 


Market Prices Continue: Firm.

« June Financing Drops Off. 


High rates prevailing in the money 
market and uncertainty as to the im- 
mediate trend caused the volume of 
new finance in June to fall consider- 
ably below the amount offered the pre- 
vious month, and 23 per cent below the 
total for June, 1927, according to a 
compilation by Lawrence Stern & Co., 
Chicago investment bankers. New bond 
and note offerings last month totaled 
$632,981.200, as compared to $820,- 
363,700 in June, 1927, and $%719,907,- 
900 in May, 1928, according to the com- 
pilation. 

Foreign issues held first place in June 
financing, with a total of $186,700,000, 
it was stated. This was more than 
twice the amount offered in the same 
class in June a year ago. A small in- 
crease, was registered in tax-exempt se- 
curities, while public utility, railréad, 
industrial and real estate securities all 
decreased in volume over the corre- 
sponding month last year. 


Immediate Industrial Outlook. 


Industrial production in the United 
States should be higher in the next 
three months than in the same period 
last year, according to estimates of the 
number of cars required for hauling 
various commodities for the _ third 
quarter made by local committees in 
each industry, gathered by regional 
shippers’ advisory boards, and compiled 
for the entire United States by the 
American Railway Association here. It 
is estimated that the total number of 
cars required will be 6.4 per cent higher 
than for the third quarter of 1927. 

The total quantity of bituminous 
coal mined in the United States dur- 
ing the week ended June 30 was about 
8,350,000 net tons, according to esti- 
mates of the National Coal Association, 
with offices in the Southern Building.

DIET AS CURE FOR OLD PEOPLE'S 
ITCH, 
ERY old people suffer great in- 
V convenience from itching. They 
are not able to find relief by 

using any of the ordinary remedies, as 
arule. Sometimes they find a patent 
salve which appears to give relief, prob- 
ably as much through 
though the effects of any drugs. For 
the skin of old pcople is relatively dry 
and greaseless and greasing helps it. 

Dr. H. Schneiderman has found a 
means of curing the disagreeable itch- 
ing of old people. In his studies he 
found that the skin undergoes consid- 
@rable change in old age and that the 
itching is one result of these changes. 
By using a certain diet he has cured 
some 25 cases. His diet consists of one 
quart of milk and plenty of green 
vegetables and fruit and butter. These 
foods are just as near free from salt as 
the taste of the old will admit of. Salt 
is never added to milk, but it Its to 
butter. The butter eaten should be 
galt free. In cooking vegetables it is 
customary to add salt. He has old 
people eat vegetables that are very 
lightly salted. He does not favor the 
eating of celery and salt, or salad dress- 
ings rich in salt. There are people who 
eat salt on fruits and nuts. This prac- 
tice is prohibited to elderly people who 
suffer from old man’s itch. 

The diet is very low in meat and eggs 


"and does not contain a great amount of 


bread or cereal. In addition he gives 
some preparation of lime or calcium 
in full doses. There are many prep- 
arations of calcium on the market. 
Most of the inorganic preparations are

Last week tn our series of Contract 
articles we covered the question of 
Major suit overcalls of partner’s game- 
going No Trump bid determining that 
in any such case as: South three No 
Trumps, West pass, North fou of a 
Major, that North’s bid should show 
unusual length with’ probably lower 
honor-strength 1 the Major and 
should not be a slam-irdicator. The 
question for us to consider today is 
what meaning should be given to the 
overcall of a partner's game-going No 
Trump with a Minor suit 

When the bidder’s»side has a score, 
there is every reasén for treating a 
Minor overcall just as a Major overcall 
would be treated at love; and therefore 
in’ either of the following cases: (a) 
Dealer's side score 30, South (Dealer) 
two No Trumps, West pass, North three 
of a Minor; (b) Dealer’s side score 20, 
South (Dealer) taree No Trumps, West 
pass, North four of a Minor; the mean- 
ing of the Minor overcall would be an 
unusually long Minor Suit and a bet- 
ter prospect of game at the Minor than 
at No Trump or, in other words, the 
exact parallel of the Major situation 
that was explained last week; but when 
the Dealer's side has no score and the 
bidding is South (Dealer) three No 
Trumps, West pass, North four of a 


Minor, the meaning is different. Then 
the ‘id is a slam-indicator. 

It is possible but not probable that 
game (eleven tricks) can be made more 
readily with a long Minor than nine 
tricks can be made at No Trumps; on 
the other hand, it is wrobable that ten 
tricks can be made in the Major or in 
the Minor with a score, more easily 
than nine can be made at No Trump. 
Consequently it is possible to use the 
Minor at a love score as a slam-indi- 
cator, and therefore the following bid- 
ding and Information go _ together: 
Score love, South three No Trumps, 
West pass, Noith four of a Minor. 
North announces: “I have a hand 
which leads me to think that, facing 
your three No Trumps, a slam is prob- 
able and I am giving you that infor- 
mation together with the fact that 1 
have the Ace of the suit 1 am naming.” 

Score love, South three No Trumps, 
West pass, North four No Trumps. 
North is saying to South: “Opposite 
your three No Trumps, my hand kas 
distinct slam possibilities if not prob- 
abilities. I have not either Minor Ace, 
so I can not show my possibilities by 
bidding four of a Minor; but by jJump- 
ing your No Trump I am announcing 
slam possibilities, but not announcing 
whether or not I have a Major Ace.”

IMBLEDON, July 5 (A.P.).— 

Beaten first by Australia and 

then by France, America’s two 
remaining doubles teams, Bill Tilden 
and Frank Hunter and George 
Lott and John Hennessey, were swept 
out of the Wimbledon tennis cham- 
pionships today, leaving only Helen 
Wills in the singles and Miss Wills and 
Hunter in the mixed doubles. 

Miss Wills may wear her Wimbledon 
crown another year without further op- 
position. Senorita Elia de Alvarez, her 
scheduled opponent in the finals, js 
suffering from an attack of laryngitis 
and will not be able to play tomorrow. 
If she is unable to take the court Sat- 
urday the American girl will win by de- 
fault. 

Conquerors of the two American 
teams today, Gerald Patterson and John 
B. Hawkes, who defeated Tilden and 
Hunter, and Henri Cochet and Jacques 
Brugnon, who turned back Lott and 
Hennessey, will meet Saturday for the 
doubles title, surrendered by Tilden and 
Hunter. 


Miss.Elizabeth Ryan, former Cal- 
ifornia player, remains in the com- 
petition both in the women’s and 
mixed doubles. Her partner in the 
women’s events is Mrs. Joan Austin 


Lycett and she plays in the mixed 
doubles with P. D. B. Spence, South 
Africa. 


Hunter and Tilden barely failed to 
defeat Hawkes and Patterson as Tilden 
narrowly missed victory over Lacoste 
yesterday. The spectacular five set 
match, which went to the Australians, 
71—9, 7—9, 6—4, 6—4, 10—8, was 
fought out, point by point, like one 
prolonged set. The Australians won 36 
games to 34 for the Americans, but Til- 
den and Hunter scored just as many 
points as did their opponents. 

The Australian victory was cheered 
lustily by the English crowds, who, 
having no native talent left in the 
principal Wimbledon events, gave the 
empire sons great applause. 

The Australian-American four pro- 
vided all the thrills possible from team 
tennis. Patterson’s speed and power, 
Hawkes’ style and genius at doubles 
tactics, Hunter’s intense concentration 
and Tilden’s fine all-round play, Kept 
‘he contest even until the very last. 
*4iden was master of them all until 
he cracked at the crucial moment, 
yielded his service and allowed Patter- 
son to go for the game which meant 
victory. 

With everything to gain Patterson 
hit with such force it seemed no rack- 
et or ball would sustain’ the punish- 
ment.

In Olympic Decathlon T rial’ 


Slim Y outh, Winning No Test, Makes Olympic 
Team With 3 Others—Plansky, Hurt, 
Quits—Only 10 Finish. 


HILADELPHIA, July 5 (A.P.).— 

Kenneth Doherty, of the Cadillac 

Athletic Club, Detroit, a slim 
youth weighing only 165 pounds, won 
the national decathlon championship 
today, scoring a total of 7600.52 points 
for the ten events. 

Not a champion in any single event, 
for he did not win a first place, but 
maintaining a good average in all, 
Doherty beat out a field of twenty- 
three contestants who started competi- 
tion in the event Tuesday. 

James Stewart, rangy Los Angeles 
Athletic Club entry, placed second with 
7533.25 points; Barney Berlinger, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, was third, 
7362.195, and Thomas Churchill, of the 
University of Oklahoma, was fourth 
with 7203.20. 


All four of these men will 
represent the United States in 
Amsterdam in July as the event 


was the official Olympic tryout. 


Doherty was a little under 100 points 
from the world record which is 7710.775. 
He tied for third in the 100-meter dash 
with 114-5 seconds. tied for second tin 
the 110-meter high hurdles in 161-5 
seconds; placed fifth in the 400-meter 
run in 523-5; took seventh in the shot- 
put with a heave of 40 feet 2% inches: 
tied for second in the high jump with 
6 feet “% inch; fourth in the broad 


jump with 22 feet 214 inches; eighth in 
the pole vault with 10 feet 10%; fourth 
in the javelin throw with 176 feet 2% 
inches, and ran the 1,500 meters in 4 
minutes 52 seconds, which gave him 
third place in that event. 

At the conclusion of the seventh 
event Stewart was leading the field 
with Doherty in second place; West 
Engleman, jr., of the South Dakota 
State College, third, and Berlinger 
fourth. 

Berlinger won the pole vault with 
a phenomenal leap of 12 feet 8 inches, 
which gave him 951.4 points and sent 
him into first place, with Stewart sec- 
ond and Doherty third. 


The next two events, however, 
the javelin and the 1,500 meters, 
told the story for Berlinger.

Blackburne was surprised to learn ot 
reports that his appointment was only 
temporary and that at least three 
other well-known baseball men were 
being considered as the successor of 
Ray Schalk, who resigned the manager- 
Ship on Wednesday anc returned to the 
ranks as a catcher. 

“There was no intimation that my 
appointment was not permanent when 
I talked with Mr. Comiskey in Chi- 
cago on Wednesday,” Blackburne de- 
clared last night. “I have been given 
complete command and was told that 
I was the manager in fact as well as in 
name. There was nothing said about 
any other successor to Schalk. Mr. 
Comiskey and myself have a complete 
understanding.” 


Blackburne assumes charge of 
the White Sox at a time when they 
are wallowing in the ruck of the 
second division, but he expressed 
himself last night as being well 
pleased with the prospects of the 
team and was confident that a 
first-division berth was not yet 
out of reach. 


“I have not planned any radical 
changes in the personnel of the club 
as yet, but will make any that I see 
fit,” he declared. “I am well pleased 
with the spirit of the team and I feel 
that we belong in the first division or 
close to it.” 

At their hotel last night, a new spirit 
seemed to pervade the White Sox, gen- 
erated in all probability by the acces- 
sion of an aggressive personality like 
Blackburne’s to the managership.

Forty champion sprinters tonight 
were waiting for the start of what 

promises to be the greatest sprint race 
ever run, the 100 meters dash, which 
will wind up tomorrow’s Olympic try- 
out program at the Harvard Stadium. 

Every section of the country will.be 
represented. The winner probably will 
be forced either to equal or break the 
world’s record of 10 3-3 seconds, for 
the fleetest field ever assembled will 
be pushing him on to the tape. To 
the victor will go not only Olympic 
recognition, but also the national 
sprinting title, now held by Chester 
Bowman, of the Newark Athletic Club, 
who will defend it. 

The meet itself promises to be the 
greatest ever held. Every National 
A. A. U. champion, except Willie Ri- 
tola, the Finnish distance runner, will 
Strive to retain his laurels. 


The world record in every event 
is threatened. It will be a battle 
of youth against age, for many 
brilliant high school boys appear 
capable of tossing Olympic veterans 
into the athletic discard. 


Youth will compete against age more 
often in the 100 meters than in any 
other contest in the two-day compe- 
tition. Four youngsters, Frank Wy- 
koff, of Glendale, Calif.; Claude QO. 
Bracey, of Texas; Nathaniel George, of 
Whittier College, and Frank Lombardi, 
Los Angeles schoolboy, threaten to 
displace Charlie Paddock and Jackson 
Scholz from the American Olympic 
team and overshadow such brilliant 
performers as Al Mller, Frank Hussey, 
Henry Russell, Roland Locke and many 
another college hero. Charlie Borah 
tonight withdrew from the event and 
will run only in the 200 meters.

Uniike the 
100-meter race, only the heats in the 
800 meters will be held tomorrow, the 
final being reserved until Saturday. 

The 1,500 meters race, while lacking 
the brilliance of the middle-distance 
event, should also be a feature of the 
meet. Ray Conger’s decision to run tn 
the 800 robbed the 1,500 of much of its 
color, but the entry list still numbers 
such stellar performers as Ralph Lutt- 
man, the intercollegiate mile champion, 
Bill Cox, his runner-up; Charles Sane 
sone, the New England mile champion, 
and Rufus Kiser, the national collegiate 
champion. 


There are many other good col- 
lege milers entered as well as the 
veteran Jimmy Conolly and the 
equally experienced Harold Cutbill, 
the once famous “Flying Parson.” 


A field of 33 capable timber toppers 
have been ratified for the trials in the 
110 meters hurdles, including Leightoa 
Dye, of the Los Angeles A. C., who re- 
cently clipped a fifth of a second off 
Earl Thompson's world record of 144-5 
seconds. Another favorite is Ross 
Nichols, of Stanford, the intercollegiate 
champion, and the Easterners, Monty 
Wells, Earl McDonald and John Collier. 
Dan Kinsey, of the Chicago A. A., who 
won the 1924 Olympic titie, and 
Stephen E. Anderson, of the University 
of Washington, must also be considerea. 

There will be no high jumping nor 
pole vaulting tomorrow, but the field 
program includes trials in the shot-put, 
broad jump, hammer, javelin, discus, 
running, hop, step and jump and the 
finals in the 56-pound weight, which 
will be for the National A. A. U. chame- 
pionship only. 

The five best performances in each 
of the field events will qualify for the 
finals on Saturday 

The outstanding figures in the broad 
jump include De Hart Hubbard, of Cin- 
cinnati, the defending champion; Ed 
Hamm, of Georgia Tech; Kimball Dyer, 
of Stanford; Alfred Bates, of Penn 
State; Cecil B. Smith, of the University 
of Texas, and Glenn Rice, College of 
the Ozarks. 

John Kuck, of the Los Angeles, A. C., 
will defend his national sot put title 
against such wonders as Eric Krenz and 
Albert Forster, of Stanford University; 
John F Anderson, of Cornell: Pat Mace 
Donald, the New York Olympic veteran 
and ten other capable competitors, 


Krenz will be cal'ed upon to de- 
fend his national discus title and 
he will be opposed by Clarence L. 
“Bud” douser, the 1324 Olympic 
champion; Gilbert Welch, of Pitts- 
burgh; Jesse L. Baldwin, of Texas, 
and other sectional champions, 


The javelins will bring together 
Charles Harlow, of Los Angeles, the 1927 
national champion; Creth Hines, of 
Georgetown, the intercollegiate itlist; 
Arthur Sager, of the Boston A. A. and 
many another who tossed the stick ime 
pressivelvy during the Olympic training 
season, which closes when the final 
trvouts end Saturday night and the 
American Olympic committee gathers 
to name the team whicr will wear the 
American shield at the Amsterdam 
games.

PRAISES LATE RECTOR 
WHO BUILT UP PARISH 


Dr. George F. Dudley, Present 
Minister, Takes Part 
Elaborate Ceremony. 


The corner stone of the new St. 
Stephen's Episcopal Church and the 
Chapel of the Incarnation at Sixteenth 
and Newton streets northwest was laid 
yesterday afternoon by the Right Rev. 
James E, Freeman, Bishop of Washing- 
ton, with impressive ceremony. Bishop 
Freeman came from his summer resi- 
dence at Sorrento, Me., to perform the 
rites, and in spite of the excessive 
heat, a large congregation was present. 

The office for the laying of the cor- 
ner stone was read by the Rev. Dr. 
George Fiske Dudley, rector of St. 
Stephen’s and Incarnation Parish. In 
the procession from the rectory were 
members of the vested choir of the 
church and local clergy of the Epis- 
copal Church, while Bishop Freeman 
was escorted by Dr. Dudley, and his 
chaplain, the Rev. Raymond L. Wol- 


ven, bearing the bishop’s crozier. 

That the corner stone laying marked 
one of the red letter days of the 
Diocese of Washington was asserted by 
Bishop Freeman, who gave a brief but 
impressive address. 

He praised the work of Dr. Dudley 
as rector of St. Stephen’s Church for 
nearly the entire life of the parish, and 
declared that the location of the new 
St. Stephen’s Church at its present 
site was a happy choice and that it 
would mean a new spiritual life to 
the community in which it has been 
placed and would enhance the moral 
and spiritual tone of the community. 

Bishop Freeman also eulogized the 
late Rev. Dr. William Tayloe Snyder, 
rector of the Church of the Incarna- 
tion, now merged into St. Stephen’s 
Parish, in whose memory the Chapel of 
the Incarnation on the east side of the 
new church edifice will be erected. 

The Rev. Dr. Dudley expressed the

Residents of the communities named 
are now required to pay two fares to 
get downtown on motor buses, or 16 
cents each way. ‘Tney pray for relief 
and ask that they be transported down- 
town for one 8-cent fare. 

William McK. Clayton called at the 
office of the commission following pres- 
entation of the petition and asked that 
@ public hearing be held. No time has 
yet been set for a hearing, 

When jitney buses were .nstalled dur- 
ing the car strike the city was divided 
into two zones. Within certain bound- 
aries, Zone A a 10-cent fare was 
charged For passengers outside the 
boundaries, in Zone B, an extra 5-cent 
fare was charged. 

The zone boundaries have been elimi- 
nated everywhere except along Minne- 
sota avenue southeast. The petitioners 
are asking to have that boundary 
abolished. 

There .re two bus lines serving those 
communities, one operated by the Capi- 
tal Traction Co. and the other the 
Mount Zion and Marlborough (Md.) 
buses. Both charge 8 cents to Minne- 
sota avenue both ways and collect an- 
other 8 cents after crossing the line.
